I received a letter from Mr. W.G.Tweddell, 
forwarding 4 request received from Mr. Barrett, teacher 
at the Chemawawin Indien Day School at Cedar Lake, to be 
furnished with a sash to replace a broken window at the 
school, 2 sacks of lime and a brush, Mr. Barrett under- 
taking to whitewash the interior of the school which 
appears to be badly in need of the process. He is also 
asking for some supplies to provide the children with a 
noon-day meal. Mr. Barrett suggests providing canned 
soup and the necessary utensils; Mr. Tweddell suggests 
substituting cocoa, sugar and condensed milk. I am 
inclined to think that the soup would be of equal, if 
not greater value, than the cocoa. 


I shall be glad if the Department will 
advise me whether the articles and supplies asked for 
may be furnished.

In reference to letter 128-4-8 of the 9th inst, 
regards residence for teacher at Chemawawin Reserve, 
I beg to say I took up part of this question in 
my letter #4064-105 written on the 8th inst, 


The situation at Chemawawin is that the Church 
has a house there which is uninhabitable, and the 
Department has a small two roomed shack formerly 
used by Mr. J.G.Kennedy, I can understand that there 
is a couplaint regards vermin in this Place, as when 
I wrote letter #2538105 on March 12th last, recommending 
discharge of the teacher, I had just got through 
a through disinfecting of my own person from the lice 
I had collected in the house at Chemawawin while 
visiting there a few days previous, If it was only 
a@ matter of vermin the place could be renovated 
and cleaned, but the old shack is really not fit for 
a residence, 


The prospect for pupils is fair, the teacher 
should have 20 on the roll shortly, I have a good 
opinion of the new teacher, he is a smart chap, with 
a wife who wants to settle down for a time, I think 
if a house is built for him he will remain some 
years with the Department, 


A house could be put up for about $1600.00 
including freight I estimate. There is no carpenter 
in the locality of Chemawawin, one or two would 
have to be sent down to do the work, unless the 
Department saw fit to give a contract for the work. 
There are so many ways in which carpenters can run up 
expense on a job when they are out of sight that in 
my opinion it would be well to consider a contractor 
to do the work, This would be a frame building.

hen a teacher was employed and sent down to 
the Reserve, but the place wes so dirty he would not live 
in it, he has been staying in an old E.B.Co's house, but 
thie place is uninhabitable in summer ae the old roof leaks, 
it is a make shift at the best.

I have your letter of the 3lst ultimo, regarding 
the seasonal day school at Churchill. In this connection it 
is noted that you intend to commence teaching services about 
April 16th, next. You have not atated the hp vy of time the 
school will be in operation. Last summer, it is noted, it 
was conducted for a tro month period. 


The Department will contime the grant for ealary 
at the same rate as was allowed last year, viz.: $80;00 per 
teaching month, for a period not to exceed four months. This 
will be paid upon receipt of returne, showing attendance, days 
taught, ete. On the return, you should state definitely the 
date the school opened and also the date it was closed for the 
summer. 


It is noted that a reguler full-time school would 
meet with little success, as the parents remain at Churehill 
only during the summer monthe. It is noted, further, that 
the claseroom activities will be conducted in the back portion 
of your church and that you, personally, have made desks and 
necessary equipment. The Department will be prepared to 
supply a reasonable Quantity of classroon materials, such as 
texte, scribblers, penc ils, etc., upon receipt of a requis- 
ition from you, regarding the supplies of this nature 
required.

In a letter recently received from Miss 
Cunningham,school teacher at Cross Lake,she has made application to 
me to teach school in July for I6 days during holidays in order to 
make up her full teaching time. 

Now there is this to be said about it, 
Miss Cunningham is taking a great deal of pains in educating these 
children,and she feels that as the children had an extended Roliday 
last fall before she could get out,she thinks that it would not hurt 
them to come to school during the month of July,provided that she 
gets the consent of the Chief and Band and also the consent of the 
Department. 

On the other hand the children,I expect will want their 
holidays at the usual time,and I suppose they would take the stand 
that it was up to the teacher to have been out at the proper time to 
open school last fall on the Ist off September. I am of the opinion 
that it will not hurt these children to go to school in July as they 
lose lots of time during the winter through cold weather and storms.

years ago, reported that there was no school puilding 
there. The old one still stands, but is in a very de- 
lepidated condition; teaching is carried on in 4 large 
room in the missionary's house, The Department informed 
him that the matter of a new school would we taken up 
when the estimates were under consideration. last Decem 
per Mr, Bunn wrote that he had informed the Indians to 


that effect. He was then told that no new school build 


ings are being erected now, 4s, owing to the war, the 


funds at the disposal of the Department are limited, 

The last quarter‘’s returns whowed that they 
had an enrolment of 26, with an average of 17. There is 
no record of the size of the room in which school is 


being held, mt they could probably manage without a 
new 
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@o building for sometime, 


» With regard to the Oross Lake school, This 
school is now being donducted in a rented building, 
which is badly out of repair and the owner is not dis-— 
posed to do anything to improve conditions, Mr, Acting 
Agent Norquay Was written te in April, last, to submit 
an estimate of the cost of putting the building in re- 
pair, but no reply has been received from him as yet. 

He was informed that if the Department repairs the build- 
ing it Will deduct the amount expended from the rent. 

The sum of $500.00 was placed in the estimates 
for the year 1909-10 for a new building at Oross Lake 
and in February, 1910, Mr. Inspector Semmens Was in- 
structed to correspond with the Agent to take the nec- 
essary action to have the logs for a new building cut 
at once, Mr, Galverléy, Who Was then Agent, Was sent 
& memorandumin regard to the kind of building which 
should be erected and the material required, He in- 
formed SmR% the Department that he had arranged with 
Mr, McIvor of Oross Lake to supply the logs on the ground 
for $125.00, The logs were delivered and Mr, semmens 
Was directed to instruct the Agent to procure the rough 
lumber, doors and Windows, The lumber was sent in and 


paid for in 1911 and some of the material was used for 
the 
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the hospital, 

Mr. Agent Stewart reported in February, 1915, 
that the logs taken out Would only be suitable for the 
ends of the bufiding, as a larger building than at first 
contemplated would @® required to house all the pupils, 
as there are 60 Methodist children of school age on 
the reserve, 

Fresh material would have to be supplied if 
it is decided to build now and I think the Architect's 
Branch could give an estimate of the probable cost. 

In the meantime; if the Department is not 
prepared to build, it seems to me that the best plan 
would be to use the logs now on the ground in putting 
up a homse for the owner of the building used for the 
school, so that he could live there and let the Depart— 
ment have the use of the Whole building.

Rev. Mr. Ferrier wishes the Department to put up 
& building this coming summer for the Cross Lake Methodist 
School, He thinks that a grant of $2,000.00 would be 
sufficient for the purpose, 


The school is nw conducted in a rented building, 
which ig badly in need of repair and contains only one 
room. The logs for a new building were got out some 
years ago and rough lumber, doors and Windows were also 
Supplied, but some of this material was used for the 
hospital. The logs have been lying there ever since 
and nothing has been done to start the new building and 
the material on hand would be of little use now, 


Mr. Agent Norquay, in a report on this school 
dated the 2nd ultimo states that “the Indians have not 
"made any progress With the erection of the new building, 
"the logs are on the ground and have been squared but 
“that is as far as they have got and their interest in 
"the project has apparently evaporated, If the building 
“ls to be erected this coming summer it will be necessary 
to proceed along other Limes," 


The room now occupied is 18° by 22% which woulda 
only give floor space for about 23 pupils, They have had an 
enrolment of 46 there, with an average of 34% for one quatter, 
The general average is under 20,

and teacher were Satisfactory. I visited the school and 
discussed’ the matter with Mr Taylor, Indian Agent for the 
distriot, who informed me he had already taken up the 
matter of the sehool eat Cross Lake. There is no doubt 
that the #@éhool under the Methodist Church Missionary 
Society is unsatisfactory from the point of view of 
accomodation and equipment and that it vould be difficult 
for the non=-treaty children to attend under present 
conditions. If, however, the Indian Department plan to 
arrange for a good school building, the Province would 
Willingly co-operate financially in the matter of a@ grant 
to cover the education of the Ghildren whose education is 
the care of the Province. q feel that this is an 
important matter and L trust that it will be possible for 
the Province to GcoO-Operate with the Indian epartment 
here as in many other districts throughout Northern 
Ménitoba in the matter of Zducation of the children in 
the Cross Lake community.

), Missionary at the Cross Lake Reserve, to 
allow noh-treaty children to go to the Indian Day 
School on that reserve for their education, and to 
use the exercise books &c; provided by the Department, 
though not to receive the usual issue of biscuit for 
the mid-day meal. Mr Shoup advises me that the school 
is not by any means overcrowded, and there are at the 
present time five or six non-treaty children of school 
age, the parents of whom want them educated at this 
day school. 


Apparently there is no other school at 
Cross Lake, where these children can go for education, 
and as I do not know what the policy of the Department 
is, in such cases as the above, I should be glad to 
receive instructions. 


I have written to Mr Shoup, advising him that 
I am writing to the Department for instructions, and 
that in the meantime, to allow these few non-treaty 
children attend the school, on condition that wherever 
poseivie, tie parents 7 providea_the necessary books 
they require. Most of these children, I understand, 
have treaty Indian mothers, married to non-treaty 
husbands.

There 
were 57 pupils enrolled, six of whom were non-treaty

A the time of my visit, there were 25 
pupils present, and all were clean ad tidy. 


The pupils reading, and book work were 
fair. The discipline aso, was fair. 


The #erage attendace was good for the past 
two months, ad both teacher and pupils showed consider- 
able interest in their work. 


There were not sufficient desks to acomodate 
all the pupils; six of them using biscuit boxes as seats 
and desks. There are however, enough desks for the 


Indian pupils. 


Since my last visit to this school, the school 
building has been repared very considerably, but there 
is still a little more to do, when the wammer weather 
Gomes, such as the building of the new chimney, and the 
painting of the outside of the building, which was held 
up last fall by the cold. The inside of the school 
Walla has been painted, and is greatly improved. A new 
heater stove has been installed. 


It was the intention to erect a tower for the 
school bell, but on examining the bell, it was found that 
@ part of it was missing, so some other arrangement will 
be made for hanging it.

Some of the Indians are anxious that when the school ie re-built it will 
be located en the old site which is their "Treaty Grounds’, loosing sight 
of the fact that in the old location it cannot serve as many children as 
ean be served in other locations. There has been a tendency in the past 
on the pert of missionaries to have the Indian school built on mission 
property or near mission property. While this may make for an imposing 
row of buildings it often does not serve the newds of the ac icrity of the 
children. I believe that when the school is re-built, care should be tak- 
on to locate the school where it can serve the majority of the children. 


Located as the old school was on the ‘Treaty Grounds’ it was at about the 
contre of the Reserve and this was good. But thie io the older part of the 
settlement and the people living in thie area are mostly older people with- 
out school-age children. Neither is our miesiém property the best location 
although it is better than the old one as I have stateds and it is not on 
the reserve. 


If the Department would care to huve me do so T am prepared to make a sur- 
vey of the reserve to ascertain the areas hightst in child populetion and 
areas potentially high i.e. areas where there are young married couples 
building new homes. The children below school-age at present would have to 
be considered also as‘it will indicate the future useBulnese of a school 
in a particular ares.

"Mr. Sperling, the teacher, or I should say the alleged 
teacher, is a youth totally unmfitted to teach en Indian Day 
School, On one inspection I made last winter, the school was 
in « filthy condition and amongst other Sorruption on the floor 
were biscuits and broken biscuits. When I entered the classroom 
Mr. Sparling and the pupils present were on their hends and knees 
under the desks playing marbles. When I asked him to give mo a 
demonstration of classwork, it was obvious to me that the situation 
was quite out of hand ond discipline was non-existent. The porch- 
way at the entrance to the school building was as filthy as a hog- 
wallow, The pupils were crawling with vermin, also Mr, Sparling 
ae he freely admitted at the time. I stayed in the vicinity of 
the school until it and the porch had been cleaned, I feel quite 
sure that Mr, Sparling made no effort whatever to ascertain the 
reason for absence of any child. If he is re-nominated to hold 
this school next year, I herewith register a protest," 


As Mi, MeKee has now been appointed to replace mr.

n Receipt of Amended Form T.D.1 
during Currency of Year. Employees are re- 
quired to file an amended Form T.D.1 if any 
change occurs in status or dependents. The em- 
ployer should give immediate effect to a change 
from “Single” status to ‘‘Married” status and to an 
increase in the number of dependents. A change 
from "Married" status to “Single” statua (e.g. 
where the employee becomes a widower) should not 
be made effective until the first pay period in the 
next calendar year because the employee will still be 
entitled to claim "Married" status for the whole of 
the calendar year in which the change took place 
Similarly, a decrease in the number of dependents 
should not generally require a change in the deduc- 
tions until the following calendar year with one 
important exception due to the provision that a 
taxpayer may not claim asa dependent any person 
who has an income in excess of $400 during the 
calendar year. If, for example, a son who was pre- 
viously supported by an employee and was claimed 
asa dependent on Form T.D.1 takes up employment 
from which he will earn over $400 during the 
calendar ye immediate effect should be given 
to the amended form T.D.1 as otherwise the 
employee will be left with a substantial balance of 
tax to pay with his return on Form T,1 Employees 
or T.1 Special or T.1 General.

I am writing y regarding an important matter upon whieh 


I desire some information from the Department. In this, I refer 
to the Roman Catholic School here at Cross Lake. They apparently 
have a Day School, the children reeeiving two meale a day, and 
also clothing. Now we do not in the least object to this, but if 
theirs is an ordinary day school, then the Reserve Sehool of 
equal standing should , it seems to me, reesive equal treatment. 
If on the other hatd the present arrangement for them is in Meu 
of a Residential Sehool , then surely the same rule should apply 
that is énforced in all such scheels ; then enly Gatholie ehild- 
ren would be eligible for attendance. 

This seems to me to be a reasonable view of the Grose Lake 
situation , otherwise the Department would be aiding one chureh 
to proselyte the children ef another whieh would eertainly de- 
gradef education as well an religion . I would therefore respect= 
fully urge upon the Department thet Roman Gatholies and Pretest~ 
ants keep to their own schools . 

I trust thet in te thie matter before the Department 
} intrusion on my part.

Referring to your letter 123-2-5 of \uguet ll, 
1932, in which reference is made@ to the supplies fur- 
nished by the Rev. &. D. Gaudin of Cross Lake to the 
school children of the United Church Day School last 
winter and in which authority is given for the purchase 
of a like quantity of the various supplies for the 
coming Winter may I say that I would suggest the purchase 
ofa supply similar to that to be furnished to the Oxford 
House Day Sehool, as shown in your letter of August 26th, 
Nos 125-6-5 . The cost of these goods shoulé be a proxi- 
mately the same as the cost of those furnished by iy. 
Gaudin. It appears to me that the Cocoa, sugar, beans and 
rice, as listed, would be more Satisfactory than what was 
used last winter by Mr. Gaudin and which he, no doubt, 
took from his own supplies. 


May I say that I have not seen Mr. Guudin since 
receiving your letter of the llth as he is in Winnipeg 
at the present time, having undergoge and operation, but 
I will see him on his return which may be shortly. I 
fear, however, that it will be difficult for him to se- 
cure receipts for the purchase of the supplies enumerated 
aS it ig very probable that these were taken from the 
supplies which he had in hand for his own use and pur- 
poses.

She rented a emall shack which she fitted up and lived 
in until the close of the term. The shack belonged 

to a halfbreed and now that it has been put in shape, 
he intends to use it himself during the coming winter, 
Mies Farris has made @nquiries in connection with 
other places, but ig unable to secure accommodation, 
She requested permission to live above the classroom, 
but as thie room is not finished and would be very 
cold, I do not think we should expect her to do thig.

1 beg to submit the following report oa the 
United Church Cross Lake Indian Day School, inspected Aug- 
ust 7th, 1933. 

The school is in charge of Miss M. Farris, who 
is qualified and has her normal training. Miss Farris has 
been in charge at thie point during the past two years. 

The roll calls for thirty pupils with an average 
attendance of from eighteen to twenty. The Indians spoke 
well of Miss Farris, and stated she was very kind to their child 
ren. I have no doubt that she is quite capable as a teacher. 

fhe school building is about twenty feet by thirty 
"eet, and built of logs. Some time after its erection, the 
building wes sided with lumber, but has never been painted. 
I think a log building is much better not sided as one then 
is always aware of the spote from which the plaster has 
fallen and repair is easily effected. The siding will now 
have to be removed, in order to effect any repair that may 
be necessary.

No Cocoa or Sugar was Supplied by the 
Department this year according to this office records. 


With reference to Beans, I find that 200 
lbs were purchased this year, of which 50 lbs were sent 
to Cross Lake School, which may mean that the Cross Lake 
R.C.Residential sehool there received it. The other 
150 lbs were divided between the schools at Oxford House, 
God's Lake, ad Island Lake, 50 lbs to each school. 


Of the above Supplies, I have on hand s0me

I have looked over the school building today and am attaching « 
list of what in my judgment would be necessary to put the building into « 
finished state, The building was never finished - not all siding on,no 
corner boards, windowsfacings and several other items, I've included all in 
the list enclosed. What it would cost for lebor I cannot state, Mr. Perone 
ie not here at the present. 


In my judgment it would be @ wise thing to put 4 porch on the 
front as « protection in winter. The door et present opens directly outside 
and any storms blowing from north, N.Eaet or Bast strike it directly, These 
are our coldest quarters for storm, I have compiled a second sheet to cover 
the pooch if required. I've figured all these quite carefully. 


I may state the door at present ie very bedly shot up with light 
showing through its panels in several places, 


As touching the stucco work, In my opinion that work is not 
necessary, The siding is in good state since the building is of « quite 
recent construction - just a year or so before I came here five years ago, It 
would not be wise to remove it to stucco nor would I think it be wise to go to 
expense of lathing and stuccoing over it. 


I feel these other repairs made would place the school in as 
good condition as one could expect in this country. 


The stove mentioned would indeed be a good thing but when the 
beans or soup etc. ie prepared here they get on nicely with the drink. If, 
however, @ suitable stove were pleced in the school it would relieve Mrs. 
Shoup of considerable work which does not really belong to her work or 
responsibility. 


All of this is respectfully submitted, I might add thet to be 
properly painted would both addte appearance and durability of the school.

L I am informed by the teacher at the Cross 

/ fe Indian Day School that for two years in succession she 

| has been asking for new desks through the Indian Agent, and 
the request has been ignored, while in the meantime the other 
denominational school at Cross Lake has received a complete 
new set of desks, and the Anglican school at Norway House has 
been similarly treated. 


I do not know whether these are facts or 
not, but I think the Department should bear in mind that, 
contrary to our expectations, Miss Shoup has made a great 
success of the school at Cross Lake and has surprised all 
of us who were responsible for her appointment, She has 
from ten to fifteen children using empty herd-tack biscuit 
boxes for both seats and desks. I wish you would take this 
matter up with Mr, Lazenby and that, if possible, the estim- 
ates for next year include an amount sufficient to provide 
some new equipment for the Cross Lake school. 


The situation at Cross Lake is quite 
different from most of the other places in the North, as 
the people do not travel so fer afield in the wintertime 
and an increasing number of them in recent years have been 
leaving their families at home when they go out to their 
trap-lines,

The nex 
eeusarypumber might probably be procured from the saw mill at the R.Co Mission, 
and the maile at the HoBe Coe The cont must be kept te the absolute minimum 
Accounts for the materials for these teilets sheuld be rendered to thie office 
im three copies certified by yourself. 


I note that you say the payment of treaty at the scheol left the building in 

a disgracefully dirty condition. The building was certainly set in a condition 
such as you describe the last time I saw it. Hewever pleas have the inside 
cleaned and scrubbed, and paid fer through the H.B. Ce. in the usual way, cone 
cerning which Mr. Ghalmers will advise you if you ask him. If I can get « 

man to take them, I will send you two sacks of cement, with which it should 

be possible te gukzmemnemuxemxktks repair the cracks in the chimmey. It 
should be possible te get someone on the reserve toe the necessary labor re the 
teilets and the chimney, under your supervision, and I should be glad if you 
would do this.

I was very disappointed in the school. Much cleaning and repairing are neces- 
sary before the school will be ready for uses I have seen the Catholic Mission 
school and I think there is too great a difference in the appearance of the 
two buildings for both being supported by the government. From my experience 
I have noticed that school children take a pride in attending a school whish 

is as good or better than théir neighbors and the teacher can expect good re- 
sults only when the conditifons under which he works are favorable. 


The payment of Treaty money in the school during August left the building is

This is to report that the Indian Dayz School operated by this mission was 
completoly destroyed by fire om Wednesday March 24, The entire contents 
were aise destroyed. The fire originated in a defective chimney. 


I took up the matter of the defective chimney and the condition of the one 
tire school with the Indian Agent as lomg ago as last August when he paid 
treaty in the building but nothing was done about it. The cement chimney 
was cracked so badly that creosote had rum out of the crasks and soaked 
through the ceiling and gene all over the teachers desk and fleor. The 
Agent complained of this but did met go upstairs to inepect the chimney. 

I pointed out te him that the whole building was im very poor condition 
and that if things were left until the teadher arrived it would be teo 
late to have anything dome. He agreed that this was true and asked me 

to ge over the building and note max what was needed and forward a requise 
ition to him, This was done and I personally giave him the requisition 
om August 21, 1942. I am enclosing the duplicate of this requisition, 

you will mote that the need for a new chimney is pointed out as the old 
one was cracked and falling apart. 


Ae no repair material arrived and no letter was received from the Agent 
by the time the teacher arrived he wrete the Agent om Sept. 28, 1942, 
pointing out the very bad condition of the building and the need for re- 
pairee A copy of his letter is enclosed.

that it was his intention to send forward cement for the 
repair of the chimney, but in his letter you will note he 
atates: 

"I am unable to say now whether or not the 
cement was sent, as no record of it would be kept, the 
eement being some that was left over fron some other jobs 
at the ageney.* 


In view of the acute fire hazard that existed at 
this school at the time of the agent's visit, 1t is exesed- 
ingly @iffievlt to understand why he did not assume personal 
responsibility for sending on the supplies and materials 
necessary for this work. 


The officials of this Branch have had a feeling 
for « couple of years that Yr. Lazenby has neither the 
health nor the physics] stamina necessary to administer 
the effairs of the Norway House Agency. The care of 
goverment property at Indian day and residential achools, 
teachers’ residences and agency buildings, generally, is 
the responsibility of the agent. It should not be 
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necessary for a school teacher to remind him from time 
to time that a fire hazard exists at any particular 
building, 


In view of all the cireunstances, I am 
@isposed to think that cousideration should be given 
to the desirability of transferring Ur. Lazenby to 
another agency or to a position where the duties and 
responsibilities would be less exacting,

Mr. Meadows says that it might be possible te 
remodel or refit a large warehouse on the property, 
which is a log building and in very good condition, to 
serve as & school for the duration of the war, for some- 
thing like $500, apart, of course, from the desks, 
Would you kindly look into this matter and see whether 
it 1s possible t get a grant of $300 to be expended on 
this? Cross Lake is not so far from Norway House that 
the Indian Agent could not keep his eye on the expenditure 
of this money. I think the matter should be attended to 
way. The freeze-up will soon be here, even though 
not feel very much like it today.

Your letter of 29th ult. has just reached me. In order that you might 
know that the matter is receiving attention and that you way have some 
of the information desireds I have today wired a brief replys 


The question of the type of school required here is not easily decided. 
If the Department has in mind the conventional school for instruction 
in the conventional school program there is no difficulty. However 
some Department officials have given me the impression that the Depart- 
ment intends extending ite educational program along other lines. If 
this is the case future meeds should be kept in mind when deciding the 
type of school to be erected. 


I believe a school could be of great use here in the matter of adult 
education. There is real need for instruction in the canning and pre-~ 
serving of moat and vegetables. Cross Lake is « wonderful place for 
gardening and much can be done along these lines as the people are ready 
for ite I have accomplished some things in this direction through the 
mission. A school with an adequate basement and equipped with a cook- 
ing range would be ideal. A school of the type of Berens River (Manitoba) 
United Church Indian Day school would serve the purpose. The basement 
could also be used as a dining hall where the noon lunches could be serv- 
ede Such a school could become a real community centre and do much more 
than instruct in the *three "R's" ‘. Cross Lake people not only need 
sucha community centre but have advanced th the point where they realize 
there needs; 


A teacher*s residence would be almost a necessary part of such a school 
plant, but with the materials available in this country it could be erect~ 
ed at no great expense. At the price at which we can get lumber there is 
no need for running into great expexse in building. 
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Mre Re Ace Hoey 2- 


On March 4th I wrote stating that in my opinion it would be « mistake to 
build the school on the site of the former one and suggesting that I make 
a survey to ascertain the best location of a school. Actually I have al- 
most completed this survey and have only to transfer the information to 
maps make the situation cleat to the Department. My survey clearly shows 
me that one school,no matter what its type may be,cannet adequately serve 
the needs of this reserve. As you are probably aware this reserve has « 
school-age population of approximetely 200, The settlement stretches for 
about seven miles along the shores of the river and lake. This means that 
the children to be served by a day school, and they are in the majority, 
will have very long walks in winter and long boat trips in summer if there 
ie only one Bay School. ‘The result is that they will not (and do not) at- 


tend. 


If the Department has « conventional one-room séhoolran mind it —_ ap- 
ear to me to be the best plan to split the appropriation budld + 
ped schoolss I know that I could budid. two such vaneelet¥er $2,500§" cere 
tainly not more than $3,000. If this is done I would suggest that one 
school be built on the old site to care for the children living in the 
contral part of the reserve, and this would also satisfy the Indians who 
seem to think that the school should always be where it alwys was. 


The second school should be built in the ‘Sa-ki-to-wuk' community which 
is the northdrky part of the reserve and which has a very large ehild 
population. There is a good site in this commnity and I believe I could 
get the Indians to agree to having a school built there quite readily. 


The children from the southerly end of the reserve could be cared for with- 
out the erection of a third school if day-classes could be arranged for at 
St. Joseph's Residential School. 


Now as to materiale available locally: St. Joseph's School operates a saw- 
mill and supplies the community with lumber eat very reasonable rates, they 
aret 

Rough lumber $30.00 per M. 

Dressed lumber $40.00 per M. 


I called on the Principal of St. Joseph's today to see if his mill would 

be capable of supplying lumber in the quantity requited for a building such 
ae a school house. He stated that it could easily be done aside from floor- 
ing. The mill turns out flooring but it is spruce which does not wear well. 
However he is doubtful if he will have the labor necessary to operate the 
mill full time thie summer and so could not state definitely that he would 
able to supply the lumber. In any case it would require a year to dry and 
would not be fit for use this summer. 


This means that if the school is to be built this summer, (mterial(aside 
from loge for beams and a small quantity of seasoned lumber available here), 
moot-of-the-matovénd will have to be procured outside and the cost greatly 
increased. 


With regard to labor, you do not state whether the Department intends send- 
ing a carponter or carpentere in to do the job. From your letter I gettthe 
impression that you wish to know whether or not this building could be erect~ 
ed with local labor under my supervision as the job was done last sumer. 
This could be done, but it would be better to get at least ome qualified car- 
penter on the jobs I have had « good deal of experience but do not consider 
myself a professional builder at all. I can get labor and one or two fairly 
good Indien carpenters with whom I could do the job if necessary, I should

know your wishes before the middle of April as these men are planning to 
leave the Reserve for work outside as soon as summer comes. However if 
I am able to offer thom work here at home they will be glad to otay. 


I myself am planning to leave here this summer, if however you wish me 
to stay to look after this work I shall be Pleased to co-operate with 
youe My successor will not be here during July when the work should 

be under way and it will ofcourse take him some time to orient himself 
after his arrival, even then he may not be able to undertake such a job. 


We should have this whole matter settled by the middle of April as our 
mail service will then be interrupted by break-up, after that communicat- 
ion would have to be by telegram. 


I realize that your time must be fully occupied with matters of greater 
importance than the subject of this

We have been in communication with Reverend 
H.A. Meadows, the United chureoh Missiona on the 
reserve, and I enclose, for your information, a copy 
of a letter from him dated April 14. I also enclose 
copy of the plan of the reserve and Mr. Meadows' 
suggestions in connection with our sehool policy on 
the reserve. 


We have given this matter some consideration 
and, as you will note from Mr. Meadows’ letter, he has 
been endeavouring to arrange with the Principal of the 
Cross Lake Residential Sohool to cut the necessary 
lumber. It is our thought that if we secured the 
lumber and other materials this year the school could 
be erected in the summer of 1945. 


I should appreciate receiving your comments 
both on Mr. Meadows’ letter and his suggestions regarding 
lesation of the school or schools on the reserve. When 
replying you should return the enclosed plan and also 
Mr. Meadows’ suggestions, as this is the only copy we mve. 


There is another difficulty in this matter; 
namely, that Mr. Meadows is being transferred and has 
either left Cross Lake or will leave that reserve 


within the next month or so. I am not yet aware who 
will succeed him.

In your letter to Mr Meadows, of March 26th last 


you state that you...."agree that a building similar to the one 
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Beren's River should serve the purpose at Cross 
like to be advised as to what the Beren's Riv 
like. 


I understand that Meadows is leaving Cross 
Lake about July 28th, and will not be there at treaty time. He 
is being succeeded as missionary by Rev: Ian J Harvey, who was 
U.C.Missionary at Oxford House Reserve for two years, and whom 
I know well. Mr Harvey will possibly be at Cross Lake at treaty 
time, and if he is, I will discuss the new school with him. 


With regard to the sketch map, and Mr Meadows! 
recommendation of a site for the proposed new school, it occurs 
to me that if the school were built on the site recommended, it 
would likely be necessary to provide a teacherage also, as, if 
I remember correctly, there would be no place anywhere near the 
school where a teacher might live and board. However, this 
aspect of the matter can remain in abeyance until the Indians 
can be consulted as to the most satisfactory site. I would

I am in receipt of a letter from the teacher 
Mr W.J. McKee wherein he requests that an allowance be 
made for a midday meal. In his letter he states that 
vegetables have been donated by the parents. I therefore 
recommend that he be allowed $15 per month for the purchase 
of supplies of food and what pots, pans, and cups are 
necessary, the same as was allowed for the R.C. Day School 
at Jack River. 


I also enclose a requisition for school 
material. It 1s “Hideki that these supplies be sent 
direct to the teacher and not via Norway House. 


I visited this school last week and the 

attendance was good. There were 37 present the day I 
visited it. The building is only adequate to accomodate 
20 pupils but there will be as many as 50 attending during 
the coming winter.

I have visited the school on this reserve, three times, 
and on each occasion I found the sohool in about the 
same condition, Little or no advancement shown, this 
was explained by the teacher to the wandering habits of 
the parents, and their lack of intsrest in the school.

ag to the present arrangement. There are 25 children on the 

roll, with an average attendance of 20. Mise Mary Gorman is 

the teacher there, but at the time of the treaty payments 

she was absent, being sick in the General Fospital, in 

Winnipeg, but the sohool was being carried on by her sister, 

Mies Billy Gorman, who stays with her. From what I saw of 

the children's work I would say that the school work seemed 

to be progressing very favorably. I, however, cannot say 

very much about it, as the regular teacher was absent, and 

her sister is, of course, hardly capable of carrying on the 

work, However, the arrangements for the time being were 

quite satisfactory. Mises Billy Gorman made a request 

that the Department should give them the same treatment as 

is afforded the teacher at Dog Creek, where an assistant is 

supplied, and paid at the rate of $40.00 a month, Miss 

Billy Gorman stays with her sister at Ebb and Flow all the 

time and, no doubt, does some of the work, and she thinks 

she is entitled to some remuneration. I have no recommenda~ 

tion to make in the matter whatever, and simply promised 

her that I would bring it to the attention of the Department. 
From the foregoing report you will note that, 

as a whole, the school situation on the various reserves in 

the Manitoweapah Agency is fairly satisfactory, and & great 

change to what it was a few yeara ago, in fact is the most 

satisfactory it has ever been. When I was first around 

this Agency as Inspector, the schools at Dog Creek, Lake 

St. Martin, Little Saskatchewan and Fairford were simply & 

joke. They were not trying to teach the children, in 

fact the school teachers who were there at that time could 

not teach anyone and they were not even making an attempt, 

so you will see that a really great change has taken place 


~in the- 
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in the last few years, as regards the Day Schools on Lake 
Manitoba, and especially in the four schools above mentioned, 
This has been brought about by encouraging the teachers who 
have been in charge, and the Department has certainly been 
good in supplying th® necessary equipment and improving the 
living conditions, and for thie expenditure we have 
certainly received value. To bring this about has been 
difficult at times, as the late Agent fought with the 

school teachers and discouraged them in every way, but in 
spite of this the work has made splendid progresaa, and I 

am pleased to say that Inspector Plewis, who lives in 
Erikedale, and has charge of the Lake Manitoba and Lake 

St. Martin school district, is very highly pleased with our 
schools and takes a great interest in them, which, no doubt, 
is of great assistance and value to the teachers. 

At Birch River, where, as I have mentioned 
in my general report, part of the Shoal River Band live, I 
believe there aré about fifteen children of school age. 

I may say that in going around the different 
reserves I found Mr. Waite very much interested in the 
schools, and I feel satisfied that he will work with the 
teachers and assist them in every way, and we should look 


for even better results in the future.

At about this time a public health nursdlet it be known to certain 
parties that I was to be dismissed from my post. 


After my dismissal I wrote to Mr. Ward, M.P. He defended his 
action and from what he told me I could not blame him in the slightest 
for what occurred. I answered his letter in detail and here is an 
extract from his reply;

When Mr. Ward met me in Winnipeg he had called upon Mr. Waite, 
Indian Agent at Portage la Prairie. As many things he said to 
me were in confidence, I am not free to say much. I can say, 
however, that Mr. Ward was fully convinced that a grave injustice 
had been to me and expressed his sincere regrets at his part in 
the matter. 


Since leaving the Ebb and Flow Indian School I have not been able 
to obtain any other employment. The fact that I was dismissed is 
itself against me and eight years' experience as a missionary 
teacher is not deemed of much value by commercial employers. 


My dismissal has resulted in my utter destitution and I have 
been forced on’ to the relief rolls. I don't belong there and 
have done nothing to deserve this. 

I respéctfully request that the Department consider my case, 
and if I cannot be reinstated to my former position that I be 
given some other employment in the Government service.

l. I was dismissed from the above mentioned school following 
representations made to the Department by W. J. WARD, Esq., M.P., 

of Dauphin. Mr. Ward acted uponcomplaints originating from the 
district of Ste. Rose du Lac, Man. The reason underlying these 
complaints was not, as represented, lack of interest on my part in 
the welfare of the Indians, but rather the manner in which I fought 
for improvement in the treatment of the half breeds. In the winter 
of 1936-37 conditions were so bad that it was necessary to place 
almost the whole Reserve on rations. The half-breeds were in just 
as great a need. On account of the urgency of cases it was neces- 
sary to use radio as the means of communication with the Provincial 
Government. Ebb and Flow being twenty miles from the railroad and 
with only two mils per week correspondence would have been too 
slow, as families were in grievous want. My persistence was re- 
sented by certain persons in the Manitoba Civil Service and there 

4s no doubt that this influenced Mr. McCarthy, M.L.A., in persuading 
Mr. Ward that I should be removed. The charges made against me were 
without foundation. Had I not been interested in Indian welfare I 
would not have jeopardized my position thus, and I had been warned. 


Here follow speeimens of radiograms which caused the trouble: 
(The following message was sent over my amateur station on a 
Saturday when I could not reach a Government office) 


March 6th p.m. (1937)

positively no other food and she is short of fuel stop girl sick 
stop two grown sons away and do not support mother stop if 
possible please secure authoriz ation to storekeeper to issue five 
dollars emergency supplies in which case instruct as to whom bill 
is to be charged stop Mrs. Houle lives just south of Ebb and Flow 
Indian Reserve stop I have issued some food from my personal 
supplies and medicine stop please take this matter up at once.

I have for semmovledgment Ur. Pratt's memorandum 
of November 19 and also copy of a aemorandum received by 
the Minister from Wr. A. 6. Taggert, 596 Sargent Avenue, 
Winnipeg, Man., attached thereto. 


The records indicate that Mr. A. G. Taggart 
was employed by the Department as teacher at the Ebb and 
Flow Indian 7 Sehool during the period Geptember 9, 1929, 
to June 40, 1957. 


A petition, esking for the removel of the 
teacher, signed by a number of Indians, was received at 
the Departeent on Yareh ©, 1937. This petition was sub- 


a@itted to Mr. &. J. Waite, Indian Agent, who was instructed 
i gation onl 


to make a thorough invest report to the Depart- 
nent. Mr. Waite, in his report dated Mareh 6, 1987, ex- 
pressed the view that Wr. Taggart's work in the classroom 
was satisfactory. It was the Agent's opinion that « certain 
amount of @issatisfsetion existed with reapect to Mr. 
Tageart's work as dispenser of medicine. in view of the 
— report, it was not considered advisable st that 

t to remove him from the sehool. 


In @ letter dated May 6, 1957, Mr. W. J. Ward, 
MeP., Dauphin, Manitoba, intimated that * I am convinced 
from information that I have received that the petition 


is not - 
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ie not the result of any outside ao itation but quite 
apontaneous on the part of the Indians themselves. In 
fact I have heard many complaints regerding Ur. Teggart". 
a Lig Bid Indian Agent Waite's report on the Ebb 

Flow ol was sent forward to Mr. Ward at that time. 
Mr, Ward was informed that, in view of the agent's 
report and reconsendation, it was not the intention of 
the Department to remove ir. Taggart from the Ebb and 
Flow Sehool. 


Mr. Dane weetartey Ste. Rose du Lac, Man., 
tn 0 letter dated June 10, 1937, stated that a feeling 
of dissatisfaction with the work of the teacher of the 
Ebb and Flow School had existed on the reserve for 4 
considerable period of time and that the matter had been 
prought to his attention two years previously. He 
expressed the view that ur. Taggart should be removed 
from the sehool. A copy of Ur. MacCarthy's letter was 
sent forward to Mr. Waite by the Department, in 4 commun~ 
jeation dated June 15, 1937. Mr. Waite was asked to 
agein visit the Ebb and Flow School and to again report 
to the Department on the work of the teacher. On June 
14, Mr. Ward again wrote to the Department. In that 
Letter he stated} "I feel sure that I would not be re~- 
eeiving the nuaber of letters I have from white residents 
living in the vieinity of the reserve, asking for the 
removal of Mr. Taggart, if there were net good and 
sufficient reasons why he should be removed", 


The Indian agent's second report to the De- 
partment is dated august &, 19357. In this report he 
states: "During treaty paymento I held a meeting of the 
Indians and Mr. Taggert's position was discussed the 
Indiens in the teacher's pre ce. The chief complaints 


wore the aeouses of yng vate RAE, Wing SF edt hots?”

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Segooroens and this poor living condition is unnecessary 
points to one obvious fact, that this man is *bushed!

Immediately following receipt of the agent's 
second report, Mr. Teggart's case was very carefully and 
syapathetically reviewed by the officials. Mr. Taggart 
had been nominated for the position by Archbishop Sinnott, 
of Lee a In view of this fact, a letter dated 
August 6, 1937, containing a susmary of the agent's report, 
was sent to the Arehbishop. The Archbishop, in his reply 
dated August 12, 1937, stated: "I am in receipt of your 
letter with reference to the teacher of the Bbbd and Flow 
Indian Day Sehool, I have to go north to Churchill and 
Chesterfield Inlet and will be away until the end of 
August. On my return I shall find a teacher whom I will 
recommend to you to replace Mr. Taggart. I hope the delay 
will not cause any inconvenience". The Archbishop later, 
in a letter dated August 27, 1927, nominated Mrs. Hilde 
Mary Adem for the vacant position. Mrs. Adam has a 
permanent second elass teacher's certificate, valid in 
the province of Manitoba, Mrs. Adem was appointed on the 
understanding that the eppointment was a temporary one 
and that her work would be carefully reviewed at the end 
of the year. Mrs. Adam's work at the sehool appears to 
ve satisfactory. 


It would appear that, for some reason, not 
explained in the correspondence, Ur. Taggart becane inter- 
ested in the helf-breed population in the district and in 
the relief allowances granted these half-breeds by the 
Frovineial Government. This action on his part appears 
to have brought him into direet conflict vith the local 
menBer aad later with the federal meuber for the district. 
Im addition to this, Mr. Taggart aroused a great deal of 
eriticion because of his t eney to operate his radio 
set, during sehool hours. His justification for this 


was that - 
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was that his house, attached to the sehool, was a 
stopping place for people visiting the reserve and 
that the radio was operated for their enjoyment. 


A careful study of this case convinces 
one, however, that this teacher was, in the language 
of the Agent, actually 'bushed', that he had aroused 
the 111 will and antagonism of the Indians and had 
ceased to be an uplifting influence on the reserve, 
either as a teacher or as a citizen.

I wish to submit the following report on the 
Indian Day School, Ebb & Flow Reserve, Portage Agency, which 
I inspected Dec. fth, 1940. 


The teacher in charge is Mrs. Adam, who holds a 
second class permanent certificate. The grades are arranged 
as follows: 


Beginners--- 4 

Gradel 9 
" 2 aes 3 
" g asad 


a total of 21. 


The average attendance is quite good, ranging 
around 18. The children are mking fair progrese, and I 
Gonsider Mrs. Adam a capable teacher. She appears to under- 
stand Indian children and presents the work in a bright, 
cheerful manner. The children write well and the exercise 
books were neatly kept and showed careful work. 


The children were clean and fairly well clothed. 
However, in the real severe weather no doubt lack of real 
warm clothing effects the attendance somewhat. 


The living quarters for the teacher consists of 
two small rooms on the rear of the school, which accomoda- 
tion I consider inadequate. One room is used as kitchen, 
dining-room and dispensary, and the other is the bedroom 
and etoreroom. In the 1940-41 estimates the Agent inserted 
the amount of $692.00 covering the cost of two additional 
rooms and paint for the entire building. I am quite aware 
that it is too late now to start huilding but if funde are 
available I would suggest the material be purchased hefore 
March 3lst and provision-made for the labor to be carried 
out next summer, I would further point out that the build- 
ing presents a very neglected appearance. The siding is 
dried and warped and the original paint has entirely disap- 
peared. Regardless of what action is taken sconoerning in- 
creased living accomodation, at least paint should be pro- 
vided for the present building. If this were purchased and 
on hand it might he possible with Indian lahor to do the 
painting before March 31st, which lahor would not involve 
any great expense. 


I trust thie recommendation will be given favor- 
able consideration.

But Mr. Waite @emarked that it was not very wise or 
prudent to send a young girl alone to that achool; this 
was my opinion aleo and the reason why I had tried to 
have her sister accepted as teacher at the Metis School 
of the same place, which is situated at about one mile 
from the former; the two sisters could then live or 
board togethor. 


Mr. Waite therefore suggested that we ask for a compa~ 
nion for this teacher. I have found a young girl who is 
&@ very good seamstress, who has taken a complete course in 
dressmaking, and who is willing to go to Bbb and Flow to 
teach the women of that place how to sew, and even how 
to cook. 


Would you gccept this plan, and would you pay a salary 
to this girl? 


I think this project would be very profitable to the 
Indians of Ebb and Flow who are good people and really 
deserve to be helped.

x 55 for this purpose, The seats are in a shaky 
state and I have also asked for an estimate to fix SAME» 
I have also asked for a price for the building of a teach- 
er's toilet, this was not asked for in this year's estimates, 
but an amount for fencing was asked for and if the amount 
asked for for the fencing is ap; roved, I believe a toilet 
could be built in addition to the fence. A further report 
yill.be forwarded in connection with this matter. 

I also 2g to advise that there are no scales on this 

reserve for the issueing of rations. These were not « ed 
for in last years estimates, although they have been ced 
for in previous Estimates. It is difficult t sue rations 
without a scal and leads to ac 2in amount of misunéer- 
standing between the teacher, who is t ssuer and the 
Indians, 
— elieve it could be arranged with the church author- 
ities to fence the school and church on a 50- ! basis, as 
both buildings are close together and one closure would 
do for both.
